Remarks 

The amendment filed by Applicant on April 25, 2008 in response to the Office 
action dated January 9, 2008 has been acknowledged. In the Office action dated 
January 9, 2008, claims 3 and 4 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but otherwise allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. In response, Applicant 
amended independent claims 1, 7 and 61, incorporating the subject matter of claims 3 
and 4 into each independent claim. Currently, claims 1, 2, 7, 9, 10, 12-21, 57, 58 and 
61-64 are pending. 

The amendments to the Specification filed by Applicant to correct spelling and 
grammatical errors have been acknowledged. 

Oath/Declaration 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 7, 9, 10, 12-21, 57, 58 and 61-64 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Berndt et al. (US 6,81 1 ,668 B1 ) disclose a modular microfluidic apparatus 
comprising a fluid manifold base coupled to a microfluidic chip. The fluid manifold base 
comprises a plurality of bays extending through the thickness of the base, and a 
plurality of reservoirs positioned within the bays. The microfluidic chip comprises a 
plurality of inlets and ports positioned in locations corresponding to the reservoirs. 
However, the apparatus disclosed by Brendt et al. do not disclose sealed reservoirs 
configured to be penetrated by a needle that enables fluid communication between the 
reservoirs and the microfluidic chip. Moreover, none of the prior art on record offers 
motivation to provide the apparatus disclosed by Brendt et al. with a needle/seal 
combination.
